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scnool-Budget 
Cut Reaction 
Still Apparent

The school committee has made its bud- 
get decisions, and town meeting has ap- 
proved the bottom-line figure of $12.9 
million. 

But reaction to what has been cut and 
what has been kept is still coming in. 

“The budget approved by Town Meeting 
has set a dollar amount to be expended for 
salaries and another for expenses,’’ says a 
letter to Andover School Committee Chair- 
man Richard Neal from Stephen C. Jan- 
kauskas, president of the Andover 
Education Association. ‘‘We understand 
your authority to reconsider the allocation 
of funds within those categories and urge 
you to do so.”’ 

A total of 17 teachers have been cut from 
the school budget (23 all together, including 
those cut due to declining enro'lment), and 
it is the loss of teaching staff that drew 
most concern at Tuesday night’s school 
committee meeting. 

The Andover Education Association re- 
minded committee members of their inten- 
tion to keep as many classroom teachers as 
possible. 

**..We were heartened by your comments 
and those of other past and present mem- 
bers of the school committee regarding the 
importance of the classroom teacher in our 
educational system,’’ wrote Jankaukas. 
“We believed your committee when it 
stated over and over again that its top 
priority would be to maintain as many 
personnel who had direct contact with chil- 
dren on a day tc day basis as possible, at the 
expense of all other accounts. 


‘In our opinion, the budget approved by 
town meeting has not achieved that goal 


We believe that our opinion is shared by 
many of the townspeople...We ask you to 
remember your words and to reaffirm your 
support for your faculty, as we continue to 
work together to provide the best possible 
education for the children of Andover dur- 
ing this period of fiscal constraint.’’ 

A few of the teachers themselves had 
something to say. 

Jerry Grasso, high school science teach- 
er, noted the number of administrators in 
the Andover school system as compared to 
the number of teachers. 

He said in the past the school system 
featured a ‘‘wide base of teachers, a small- 
er group of support personnel and an apex 
of two or three associate administrators 
and superintendent.’ 

‘During the eighties,” he claimed, “‘the 
number of students and teachers has not 
changed significantly from the mid-seven- 
ties; however, a number of programs have 
been cut, the number of support personnel 
has increased and the apex of the pyramid 
has become a wide base of supervisors, 
advisors, associate administrators and 
their assistants.”’ 

Grasso said this change will lead to large 
class sizes, more discipline problems, less 
teaching and more students receiving a 
lower Guality education 

Tim Thomas, high school biology teacher, 
told school committee members that the 
reduction in high schoo! science staff will 
be 22 percent (11.5 to 9), while systemwide 
teacher cuts are at nine percent

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The developer of the Andover Coun- 
try Club will have to change his plans 
for the proposed 270-lot subdivision to 
get the selectmen to renew his gravel 
removal permit for the development 
The permit, originally issued two years 
ago, expires June 23 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony told 
the selectmen Monday night that he 
wants developer Yvon Cormier to put 
in a road (Haskell Road) in one phase 
of the subdivision, loam and seed that 
area, and start building houses. Maho- 
ny said he told Cormier he must have 
the loaming and seeding completed be- 
fore the selectmen will renew his re- 
moval permit 

The developer had planned to clear 
more of the land before he started 
putting in streets or houses. But abut- 
ters have complained of serious prob-

And some neighbors fear that no 
homes will ever be built —, that the 
developer is using the land as a gravel 
operation 

Building earlier than planned will not 
solve all the problems at the site, Ma- 
hony said, but it will cover two-thirds 
of the land that has been cleared, stop- 
ping the blowing sand. And it will ‘‘re- 
assure people in that area that he does

A Part Of The Showcase 
Will Be An Art Experience

Home decorating buffs who attend a de- 
signer showcase in North Andover later this 
month to admire the work of local decora- 
tors may be surprised to find an ‘‘art expe- 
rience’’ waiting for them, tucked away in 
one part of the showcase. 

From May 18 through May 22, two cot- 
tages on the 40-acre Horace Irvine Estate 
at 1046 Great Pond Road, North Andover 
will be transformed into the showcase* as a 
fund-raiser for Lawrence General Hospital. 
The showcase will feature the work of a 
different decorator in each room, united by 
the theme of ‘Country Charm.” 

Left with one room, an upstairs hallway, 
too small to decorate, the sponsors asked 
Andover artist David Sullivan to hang some 
of his paintings in the room 

‘I made a counter-proposal,”’ Sullivan 
His alternative: ‘‘I would like to take 
the space and try to present it as art, to 
create an art experience.’ 

His aim is to make visitors experience 
the small room purely as a space, as a 
shape. ‘Any time you go into a room, you 
are walking into a shape,” the artist ex- 
plains, ‘‘but you don’t think about it very 
much, particularly in our culture.”’ An Es- 
k#mo’s igloo or an Indian’s teepee are more 
clearly shapes than the homes we live in, he 
points out 

Sullivan plans to paint the walls and slop- 
ing ceiling one shade of gray, and then 
make sure a “sheet of paper’’ gets into the 
hands of every visitor as they enter the 
room. The paper will ‘‘review the nature of 
the person's entry into the room, and talk 
about their possible exit. 

‘If you read it while you’re in the space, 
ten you can't exit in complete 
unconsciousness,’ he says. And conscious- 
ness is what he’s after. ‘‘As our society 
becomes more and more technical, there’s 
less and less that’s thought about. This is 
one aspect of life that could be thought 
about.” 

Visitors will have to pass through the 
hallway at least twice to enter upstairs 
bedrooms in the show house, and some may 
find it ‘‘sort of annoying to have to think 
about it,’’ Sullivan notes 

‘Tl would like them to drop the annoyance 
and enjoy the experience. It should be a 
simple and beautiful! thing. As children, we 
111 liked being in playhouses, and creating 
our own spaces. It’s just a matter of being 
decidedly conscious of the particular space 
you re in.”’ 

Sullivan's idea will be seen 
esting context,’’ he adds a decorators 
where the other rooms will be 
filled with objects ‘“drawing consciousness 
to themselves, and away from the shape 

I didn’t want to exhibit paintings there 
for that reason — you should be conscious of 
paintings in themselves, not as part of a 
room or as an accessory to anything.’ 

The contrast will be ‘‘quite extreme,” he 
believes. ‘I’m interested in seeing it. It 
should be a nice mix.”’ 

The artist happily admits that he has yet 
to work out the details of his plan — what 
shade of gray paint to use, what the paper 
will say, where the papers will be placed so 
they will not draw attention away from the

space. “I like the fact that I don’t know 
everything yet about what I’m going to do 

“And I have had failures,’ he adds 
laughing 

A quiet man, Sullivan speaks with enthu- 
siasm and intensity about his work and his 
ideas. He has been an artist for 20 years, 
and for the past five he has been working 
‘‘on the fringes”’ of what he hopes to ex- 
press at the designers’ showcase. 

‘My concern is perception, and the 
relationship between perceived information 
and thought,’ he says. “It’s the relation 
between an image and the viewer that’s 
interested me.” 

Lately he has been working in oils on 
large canvases, creating paintings that 

turn out to be totally representational 
paintings that look totally abstract 

Sketches of a work in the earliest stages 
done in Magic Markers (‘‘f like that I 
wish they were magic'’’), show a tangle of 
blue lines on a bright white background 
with touches of red and yellow among the 
blue, all laid over a lightly-drawn grid that 
will remain in the finished painting 

In close-up, it seems totally abstract. Yet 
when the viewer steps back a few feet, the 
image of a landscape clearly emerges 

Of this and his other abstact landscapes 
scenes of earth and trees and water done in 
subtle shades of blue and green, Sullivar 
says, ‘The beauty rests with the looking 
with the process 

He has been striving to make his paint- 
ings more ‘aggressive’ forcing the 
viewer's attention where he wants it, on 
‘the whole activity” in a painting. “I was 
doing silkscreens, and they worked very 
well, but almost as soon as I put something 
down, someone would skip right over it.”’ 

Oils seem to be more assertive. And he 
wants to push the viewer farther and far- 
ther back before the representational 
image becomes apparent. 

The use of subdued color is also infpor- 
tant in his paintings, and Sullivan says the 
gray he plans to use at the showcase is 
‘very much in keeping with what I deal 
with in painting 

When you paint something red or blue or 
yellow, it’s there, it can’t shift on you 
You've trapped it. Words and names trap 
things. I’m really excited about dealing 
with things in an untrapped state, where 
everything shifts. It’s part of a larger proc 
ePSS 
In nature, even color shifts, Sullivan 
say Last week I was looking at a very 
And I found that 
when you really start looking at it, there 
isn t any yellow. You see greenish shades, 
and pale bluish-gray lights, but the yellow is 
not present anywhere. Perhaps it’s in us.”’ 

Sullivan has translated some of his ideas 
ibout color and space into the North Main 
Street home where he and his wife, Camel- 
lia Sullivan, have lived for nearly all of the 
15 years they've been in Andover. Built in 
1890. ‘the house as space interests us a 
lot 

He had the old roof razed and designed a 
new roof to top his third-floor studio. He 
built a wall-to-wall bookcase and painted 
the floor in a checkerboard pattern in a

Excerpts from AVIS History of Conservation. 

Most of this reservation was purchased from the 
Chester D, Abbotts in 1963. As AVIS already owned 
the Vale Reservation it afforded a continuous 
stretch of public land from Central Street to Bal- 
lardvale, preserving the west side of the rivker. 

The reservation is easily reached by taking Cen- 
tral Street to the Abbott Bridge crossing of the 
river. Enter between the railroad overpass and the 
bridge. After crossing a meadow and brook, the 
trail follows the river's edge for some distance. 
Shortly after crossing a stile, one comes to the end 
of the reservation, but the trail continues on 
through AVIS’s Vale Reservation to Ballardvale, 
about one and half miles in all 

The Shawsheen River has long been appreciated 
by enthusiastic sportspersons for canoeing and fish- 
ing. It rises as a quiet litthke meadow stream in 
Bedford and eventually flows into the Merrimack 
River in Lawrence. One can easily put in off Dale 
Street in Ballardvale and canoe downstream 
through this winding, seemingly remote area of 
wilderness, stopping at the Abbott Bridge or tra- 
versing the rapids under it and going on to a dam 
farther downstream. Good canoeing is also avail- 
able upstream from the Ballardvale dam for seve- 
ral miles 

Each spring AVIS sponsors a canoe race between 
the bridge and Ballardvale. This vear it will be May 
8 

Waterbirds nest along the river’s banks, as evi- 
denced by the many old nests, and now ducks and 
red-winged blackbirds are vieing for territories 
Muskrats inhabit the river and their holes can be 
seen when the water level is low. Painted turtles 
sun themselves on logs and use the grassy islands 
on which to bury their eggs in summer 

Richard Eldred is the warden in charge of this 
reservation and should be contacted if groups want 
to plan activities here. AVIS maps of Andover and 
trail maps of the reservations are available for a 
nominal charge at Memorial Hall Library and seve-

ing in buildings are among the board’s main 
concerns. 

Installing three games at the Towne Deli 
would amount to ‘more than a sideline to 
the existing business,’ Selectman Donn 
Byrne said Monday. ‘‘I’m not ready to grant 
a license for multiple machines at the mo- 
ment.”’ 

Byrne moved to table the request until 
the selectmen could hear reports from town 
departments. 

There may be a zoning bylaw to regulate 
video games in Andover’s future, the chair- 
man noted. That would have to be ‘devel- 
oped by the planning board and approved by 
town meeting. 

In the meantime, the selectmen, as the 
licensing board for the town, have the pow- 
er to license the games under the category 
of automatic amusement devices (which 
also covers more traditional items, such as 
pinball machines and juke boxes). 

While granting licenses in the past, the 
board has expressed concern that video 
games like Space Invaders and Pac-Man 
will lure young people into restaurants and 
encourage loitering. They have also said 
they would not like to see an arcade devoted 
to automatic amusements open in Andover. 

A group of Boy Scouts from North Essex 
Council Troop 77 who were observing Mon- 
day night’s meeting offered their com- 
ments on video games. 

‘I love them,”’ one young scout said. But 
he admitted that he often spends all his 
allowance on the games, adding, ‘‘My dad 
thinks they should ban them.”’

Rollins Cablevision is now less than a 
month away from obtaining its final li- 
cense, and about two months from starting 
construction of Andover’s cable television 
system, according to the company’s local 
attorney. 

The Board of Selectmen this week grant- 
ed Rollins a two-month extension on its 
provisional license, but Andover Atty. Rich- 
ard Asoian said yesterday he expects the 
company to ask for its final 15-year license 
by the first week of June.

As the 1982 annual town meeting is assigned to 
the record books and permanent files, there is a 
desire to place a footnote to the proceedings 


urging that a return to courtesy and a little calm 
be applied to future sessions. 


It may not be a serious matter, but this year, as 
well as in other recent annual sessions, there were 
times when one wondered if the whole affair 
weren't being underwritten by tranquilizer man- 
ufacturers. 

While participation in municipal affairs is open- 
ly granted through residence in Andover and its 
retention of the town meeting form of government, 
it does not seem absolutely necessary to get so 
involved as to holler, shout and get downright 
upset, nasty and discourteous during the proceed- 
ings as was the case on some occasions this year. 

A typical example is that of the resident who 
chastised the moderator, indicating that he had 
told the voters to go to a place which was much 
hotter than Memorial Auditorium where it was 
stifling. In defense of the moderator it should be 
noted that he made no such assignment, but only 
explained his position on a rather ticklish situation 
and was within his rights in doing so. Not only his 
rights, but defending the rights of the voters and 
maintaining an orderly town meeting according to 
statute. 

But the particular comment, along with other 
actions within the town meeting, was exemplary 
of tke occasional unnecessary outbursts. 

Time was when some commentary during the 
course of the town meeting was offered in a joc- 
ular vein. On other occasions, such as the time the 
highway department was asked to predict the total 
snowfall for next winter, offered some comic re- 
lief to the serious business at hand. 

Frankly, it would be nice to get back to that type 
of a meeting. 

Town meeting was designed to offer residents of 
a community the opportunity to determine their 
needs and municipal expenses in a democratic 
fashion. In its original form it was a day’s enter- 
tainment combined with business. And, while its 
continued use as a viable manner in operating a 
multi-million dollar corporation may be debated, 
is long as it is applied to Andover’s municipal 
direction, it should be accepted that controversial 
issues can be settled easily through more neigh- 
borly debate 

We are, after all, neighbors within a community 
discussing what is felt to be best for the town. It’s 
not the halls of congress or the state house draw- 
ing from a wide spectrum of orators or varying 
feelings on particular issues. What is accom- 
plished is ultimately what the majority feels best 
for this single community 

While particular feelings for particular issues 
may not agree with others within the forum, ev- 
eryone should be entitled to the accommodation of 
presenting their arguments. 

It’s just a matter of courtesy. 

In the future, employment of that trait will go a 
long way toward returning the atmosphere of town 
meeting to a more pleasant municipal experience.

The Inverted Pyramid 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN 

We all know that the shape of the great pyramids 
in Egypt have withstood the pressures of time 
Most successful organizations represent this de- 
Sign 

For the years 1960-70 the Andover School System 
has followed this design. A wide base of teachers, a 
smaller group of support personnel and an apex of 
two or three associate administrators and superin- 
tendent. 

During the 80s the number of students and teach- 
ers has not changed significantly from the mid-70s; 
however, a number of programs have been cut, the 
number of support personnel has increased and the 
apex of the pyramid has become a wide base of 
supervisors, advisors, associate administrators and 
their assistants. 


The pyramid is now inverted. Once again the base 
is being narrowed. For the 1982-83 school year, 22 
school teachers and two high school librarians have 
been cut. No administrators or assistant adminis- 
trators have been cut. A change to a six-day cycle 
of class periods at the secondary level will decrease 
science instruction by 25 percent. This change is not 
reasonable during this age 

What happens when a school organization pyr- 
amid becomes inverted 

1. Large classes 

2. More discipline problems 

3. Less teaching 

4. More students receiving a lower quality educa- 
tion. 

The Andover National Achievement score has 
been the highest in the area. Which group in the

Puzzled 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I am both puzzled and upset by the current legis- 
lative schemes to divert more state aid to the towns 
“hardest hit’’ by Prop. 2%. Prop. 2% came about 
because many towns were spending too much and 
thus taxing too heavily. The towns which are the 
“hardest hit’’ by Prop. 24 are the very reason for 


its enactment. 


To support legislation which will largely offset 
the impact of Prop. 2% by a distorted state aid 
formula rewards the towns which are the principal 
causes of Prop. 2% in the first place and decreases 
the state aid due to other towns. 

It is my understanding that the bulk of state aid is 
essentially driven by an inverse per capita wealth 
formula.

WASHINGTON -- The 
Reagan administration is 
worried about Egyptian 
President Mubarak. State 
Department and White 
House offieials are afraid 
he’ll move Egypt away from 
the United States and Israel 
and snuggle up to the other 
Arab states and the Soviet 
Union. 

Because of this, the 
administration is putting 
heavy pressure on Congress 
to increase military and eco- 
nomic aid to Egypt. In other 
words, the White House is 
hoping to buy Egypt’s alle- 
giance with greenbacks. 

Last week, the State 
Department sent two under 
secretaries up to Capitol Hill 
to lobby members of the 
House Foreign Affairs 
Committee. The two envoys 
from F Bottom were 
Lawrence Eagleburger and 
James Buckley. 

The Pentagon has also 
been having its errand boys 
knocking on doors of influen- 
tial members of Congress 
And even the Egyptian 
ambassador, Ashraf iar 
bal, got into the act. He 
called Congressman Bob 
Shamansky, D-Ohio, person- 
ally to try to talk him out of 
his opposition to the Egyp- 
tian aid increase. Unfor- 
tunately for the ambassador, 
he had to cut the call short 
to take a long-distance call 
from Cairo. Shamansky still 
opposes the aid package. 


White House fears Egypt 
will move closer to Soviets 


What all the uproar is 
about is a military-economic 
aid package of more than $2 
billion. This may not seem 
like such a big deal in terms 
of past expenditures for for- 
eign aid. But the Reagan 
administration has cut 
domestic programs pry sd 
and many members of Con- 
gress can’t see why Uncle 
Sam should be so openhand- 
ed to a foreign country. 
That’s why the White House 
has felt it necessary to 
unleash the old Soviet 
bogeyman. The administra- 
tion apparently figures it 
can scare Congress into vot- 
ing for the Egyptian aid 
package. 

There are two things that 
bother Congress about the. 
= increase in aid to 

gypt. One is that it would 
be in outright grants, where- 
as the administration’s pro- 
posed increase in aid to Isra- 
el would be only for loans. 

The other objection is that 
Egypt wastes the military 
and economic aid it’s 
already getting. For exam- 
ple, some critics complain 
that Egypt uses aid money 
from the United States to 
support state subsidies on 
such products as gasoline. 

Over the long run. critics 
of aid to Egypt are afraid 
we'll turn the country into 
another Iran by flooding it 
with money it doesn’t need 
and doesn’t know how to 
spend. 

CARD FRAUD: Have you 
ever really looked at your 


Social Security card? It says 
right on it that it is not to be 
used for identification 
purposes. 

But the fact is that the 
federal government uses 
Social Security cards as a 
basic means of identification 
for government benefits. 
And this has led to a wide- 
spread racket in counterfeit 
Social Security cards. 

The inspector general of 
the Health and Human Ser- 
vices Department recently 
dispatched a report to a 
White House task force look- 
ing into fraud and abuse in 
federal programs. The inter- 
nal report notes that “Social 
Security fraud and abuse is 
a government-wide 
problem.” 

In fact, the report said 
that safeguards against 
fraud simply have not kept 
pace with the schemes being 
cooked up to get money 
from Uncle Sam with phony 
Social Security cards. More 
than a hundred of these cas- 
es are currently under inves- 
tigation. 

A big problem, we are 
told, is the theft of blank 
cards stolen from the Social 
Security Administration. 

Here’s what the report to 
the White House has to say 
about this: “Controls over 
the printing, distribution and 
storage of blank cards were 
found to be totally ineffec- 
tive.” . 

As it happens, many of the 
prime targets of people 
using fake Social Security 


cards are the very programs 
the Reagan administration 
is cutting back on. One 
example is Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children. 
The White House wants to 
cut $1.3 billion from this 
program. 

Yet apparently this well- 
intended program is one of 
the easiest to crack with a 
counterfeit Social Security 
card. In California, one per- 
son used eight fake Social 
Security cards as identifica- 
tion and obtained benefits 
for 47 nonexistent children. 
This one chiseler got away 
with $300,000 before being 
caught.

Although no vote was taken, a consensus 
of the school committee this week seems to 
agree — user fees probably shouldn’t be 
increased next year. 

But without a fee hike for athletics, 
according to Schools Superintendent Ken- 
neth Seifert, a surplus in the revolving fund 
will be exhausted, and that would present a 
different situation regarding sports for the 
following year. 

Committeeman Donald Robb said he was 
concerned that if the current athletic fee is 
not increased, a much larger increase 
might be in store a few years down the 
road. 

The school system’s current user fee poli- 
cy, approved August 11, 1981, includes a $35 
charge for instrumental music “lessons, 
with a $50 maximum per family, and a $20 
per sport fee for athletics ($35 maximum 
per student and $50 maximum per family). 

School Committee Chairman Richard 
Neal put the question to fellow committee- 
men — should the user fees be changed? 

His own opinion was no. 

‘‘Andover’s fee is in the range’’ of most 
other school systems, he said, noting that to 
raise the charge would put this town’s fees 
higher than others. Neal said he wanted to 
keep the user fees at the current level, but 
added, ‘‘I want to see the programs (for 
which the fees are collected) continue.”’ 

The chairman explained that he hoped 
fundraising groups would come forth to 
help out with the financial squeeze. Robb 
agreed that fundraisers could offset any 
a large increases in user fees in the future.
